"In the first plses^ thej were esiigbt 
In a winter of extnMttO eoM, for it is 
only in such a winter that the weasel, 
or ermine, tonis from tawny to snow 
white. In normal winters the ermine 
only turns to a greenish white. like this 
$400 greenish white stole here. 

"In the second place, the ermines 
WW* eaoght yonng, for when ftally de> 
veloped their coats are coarse and stiff, 
as in this $250 stole, and to catch them 
yonng the tongue trap must be used. 
Any other trap would tear tbs dsUcsts 
for. 

"The tongue trap is a knife, an ordi- 
nary hunting knife, smeared with 
gMSse. that the hnnter Ists tai tbe 

mtlW. The little ermine sees tbe blade, 
which it mistakes for ice. Ice it loves 
to lick, and so it licks the knife blade 
and is caught fast Its tongue, in that 
eero weather, frozen to tbe steel.

Calorie Paradox. 

Freezing Is usually associated with 
cold, but water can be frozen on a red- 
hot plate. This pretty experiment has 
rightly been called the calorie paradox. 

If a drop of water is placed on a red- 
hot or white hot metal plate it does 
not suddoily flash into stsaai nnder 
tbe influence of the great beat. It does 
not even boil. It simply evaporates 
quietly and slowly as It rolls about the 
plate. Now. suppose that tbe drop on 
the plate Is a Totatlle liquid like snl- 
phurous acid. It will evaporate, and 
this evaporation will produce cold.

They saw a row of the insects pulling 
the edges of leaves together, then oth- 
ers trimming and fitting the edges, and 
finally the completion of the work by 
still other ants which fastened the 
edges with a silky thread yielded by 
larvae of tbe same spedes the workers 
carried in ttioir mandibles. It Is said 
that tbe sewing ants pass tbe tbread- 
glvlng larvae Uke shnttiea timwgh 
holes in tbe edaea of the laarea.- 
ton Post.
